1. This memorandum is for information only. 


2. The activities of the Office of Security during 
the week 9-13 August 1976 were highlighted by the fol- 
lowing items: 


a. Efforts continued during the reporting 
period to develop a Memorandum of Understanding and 
a Secrecy Acknowledgement mutually acceptable to the 
Senate Select Committee on Intelligence and the Agency 
relative to hiring of Select Committee staff. 


b. On 11 August 1976 at the request of the 
Directorate for Operations, Office representatives 
indoctrinated three staff members of the House 
Appropriations Committee relative to Sensitive Com- 
partmented Information (SCI). 


c. Office representatives provided security 
support to the DCI and briefing party in connection 
with their visit with Mr. Jimmy Carter on 12 August 
1976 in Plains, Georgia. 


d. A statistical survey of crank mail shows 
a total of 4,844 items received in FY 1976 as opposed 
to 2,839 items in FY 1975. Although statistics are 
not available on specific types of crank items, there . 
is a definite upward trend in public response to Agency 
publicity.
